EGYPT, A TROPHY OF WAR. 


Again the eyes of the world ate 
turned towards Egypt. War has been 
declared against her by England, who 
is endeavoring to protect her commer- 
cial interests and relations with In 
dia. 
There are many other attrac- 
tive events in the troublous history 
of Egypt. 
The world's great con- 
querers played there a part; Alexan- 
der the Great established a city. Csesar 
left there a w>n and Napoleon an army. 
Its historical monuments are the won 
ders of the age, and are evidences of 
the triumph of human skill over the 
empire of decay. Egypt has always 
commanded much importance as a 
commercial center. Through its chan- 
nels the African products always found 
an outlet, and the completion of 
the Suez canal gave England control 
of India's commercé which she is con- 
stantly bound to protect from thô en- 
croachments of Egypt, ' Russia aud 
possibly Turkey. 
Egypt proper is 
under Turkish jurisdiction as it was 
originally conquered by the Ottoman 
army. It has a population of little 
more than 6,000,000, and only 5,600 
square miles of cultivated land, its 
commerce amounts to $150,000,000 
yearly, but besides that it commands 
the vastly more important commerce 
of the Sues canal. To Great Britian, 
the protection of this canal from 
Egyptian, Russian or Turkish inter- 
ference has become a national neces- 
sity. • British 
interests in 
India, 
already threatened by Russian move- 
ments in Asia, are only made secure 
because the telegraph and the canal 
place London nearer to Bombay than 
St. Petersburg, aud nearer, indeed, 
than the nearest Russian fortress for 
camp. If Arabi Pasha were the se- 
cret ally of the czar, the wires could 
be cut and the canal made impassable 
in a day. Hence British anxiety, both 
for political and commercial reasons, 
is naturally very great, and the finan- 
cial investments of the British govern- 
ment in the caoal, and of British 
capitalists in Egyptian and Turkish 
promises to pay, have been very large. 
The sultan's revenue from Egypt is 
paid, not to his agents, but to the 
bank of England for account of Eng- 
lish bondholders. 
To France also the 
condition of Egypt is a matter of the 
utmost importance, and the fact that 
a rupture of Turkish authority in that 
quarter would be apt to hasten the 
complete dismem.berment of Turkey 
renders recent events peculiarly inter- 
esting to Russia, Germany and Aus- 
tria. In fact, war in any part of 
Europe might result from a hasty 
blow struck 
at 
Alexandria. 
The 
pending differences with Egypt will 
result favorably to the commercial 
and financial interests of this country. 
Trade with India will be crippled and 
the supply of cotton and wheat from 
the Nile region will be cut off from 
England, and as France, Germany 
and 
Russia 
are 
living 
in 
constant expectancy of war, English 
capitalists will look to America as the 
place to invest their money, and 
American securities will be in de- 
mand. 
Likewise to America will 
England look for supplies, which of 
necessity will be very large, as war 
incurs a rapid consumption of iron, 
clothing and iood. In a war like the 
one now threatened America would 
profit largely, and the moreso because 
every country of any prominence in 
Europe ia likely to Wcome involved 
in it. The trouble in Egypt itself is 
that Arabi Pasha is the leader of the 
native forces, who have suffered much 
from European interference and po- 
pieuion. Tlieir policy is "Egypt for 
Egyptians," and, as Arabi Pasha is a 
gallant soldier and intrepid leader, 
England Will find it difficult to 
rab- 
due tbe X^gjptiaM. On the other
